"ROBERT MOSES j, project director of SNCC in 
Mississippi, spoke at a meeting noted above., presided over by 
a L0NY > wil ° identified himself as the president of 

the Studio City Democratic Club. 

"At the entrance to the auditorium, a woman was 
selling a booklet for fifty cents, entitled 'American Civilization 
on Trial - The Negro as "Touchstone of History' a Statement . by - 
the National Editorial Board of News and Letters, published in 
Michigan, May, 1963. (I shall submit this soon). Admission to, 
the auditorium was $1.50. Inside the door I was handed an infor- 
mation sheet regarding the Studio City Democratic Club, P.0« 
Box 1482, Studio City, and a green sheet announcing the appearance 
of LOUIS E. LOMAX on Thurs. Jan. 28, 8:15 P«M. at the Valley 
Cities Jewish Community Center, 13164 Burbank Blvd., Van Nuys. 
He will speak on 'Negro and Jew - Brothers in Crisis . ' A flyer 
announcing the Democratic Club's rummage sale was handed to me 
inside the auditorium (enclosed). 

"The meeting was an hour late in starting. I would 
guess that. less than three hundred persons were present. Many 
Negroes were in the audience, some very well dressed and others 
shabbily dressed. All walks of life seemed to be represented 
by the appearance of the people attending. I was particularly 
impressed by the numbers of teen-agers present, and many Negro 
and white mixed couples walked arm in arm to their seats. Many 
persons appearing to be Jewish were in the audience. 

"The short, bespectacled president of the club opened 
the meeting with the flag salute. He smirked and almost laughed 
during the pledge to the flag. ROBERT MOSES and JIMMY GARRETT, 
both on stage (with HUGH MANES and the club president), made no 
attempt to salute the flag or say a word of the pledge. At the 
point 'under God' in the pledge, the men (HUGH & TONY) on stage 
faltered and stumbled over the words, and -the blond_ teenage girl 
a couple rows from me, turned around and giggling said, 'I refuse 
to say it' (meaning 'under God'). The people around me snickered. 
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"Two entertainers were introduced "by the chairman 

of the meeting* . The girl was JANE , a Negro girl, 

who narrated a fascinating expose of all the real and imaginary 
grievances of the American Negro to the accompainment of a base 
viol * played by a bearded Negro man* The audiotorium lights 
were off and the couple were spotlighted on stage. In my 
opinion., this was the most impressive part of the evening. 

"JANE dressed in. a dark, short sheath dress stood 
boldly in the spot light, with her feet far apart and her 
hands first clenched in a fist, and then gesturing appropriately 
to emphasize her throaty tones, as she raised and lowered her 
voice to the eery accompaniment of discordant tones on the 
instrument • JANE's facial expressions were demonstrative of 
the pain, anger, and hate that she seemed to be projecting to 
her audience. The substance of her story was this: 

"'I am invisible ~ because the eyes of the white man 
doesn't see me. It isn't the eyes that see it's 
what's behind the eyes that sees. I am invisible 
because the white man doesn't want to see me - I'm a 
Negro. Not until the death of CHANEY, GOODMAN, 
and SCHWERNER did they see that my mouth that is 
saying these words is real, that these are my hands 
that are pounding on your ears. Because two of these 
were white, you began to listen and see. 

"JANE went on to describe the treatment of the Negro, 
the injustice, the bombings, the killings; then Harlem - filth 
on the edge of, and looking over into prosperity and plenty. 
She described a scene where she hoped a 'cop 8 would protect her, 
but instead, he beat her mercilessly with his club and she 
sneered, 'police brutality' I 

"At the conclusion of the narration, JANE made her 
exit as though she were in a trance. Pleading from the president 
would not bring her back for an encore. 

"An audible -snicker rippled through the audience as 
the president announced he had better read a statement, which he 
had forgotten to read. The statement vras intended to relieve the 
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"School Bpard of any responsibility for what was said there • 

"HUGH MANES was introduced as an A e CoL 0 Uo attorney, 
who had had years of experience fighting for civil rights. 
He spoke about the responsibility the people attending had 
toward the Freedom Democratic Party of Miss. He made some 
comments about Senator EASTLAND and the 5 Congressmen from 
Mississippi must be unseated. MA3STES said briefs were being 
filed and when the time comes, soon, each of us will have to 
meet the test by writing letters and telegrams to our Congress- 
men, asking that the 5 Congressmen be unseated and a free election 
be held in Mississippi. He also said that this politically- 
oriented audience should work hard to put a Negro on the Board 
of Education. He emphasized the responsibility of the Democratic 
Clubs to meet the challenge of Mississippi's Freedom Democratic 
Party, and to help now by giving money to the program for regis- 
tration and freedom schools. 

"ROBERT MOSES, wearing a slip-over sweater and open 
shirt, addressed the audience, and spoke too long, saying too 
little, in my opinion. Several left the auditorium during his 
poorly planned and poorly delivered talk. One who left was a 
very tall, attractive blond_ woman, about whom the man next 
to me said, *There goes the reporter from the Times. She 2 s 
disgusted I * — _ _ _ 

"MOSES, wearing glasses, and repeating himself 
frequently, tried to describe the voter registration work in 
Miss. He described the persons active in the program as ex- 
emplified by FANNY LOU HAMER. He described her background and 
her mistreatment by her employer of 18 years; the * police brutality ? 
she suffered, and her courageous work done right in Senator 
EASTLAND * s backyard. He said that she could bear no children of t 
her own because when she came out of the hospital, the white doctors 
down there had 1 fixed her, * like they do all the Negro women, so 
they can*t have their own children and they have to take care of 
their employers* children. 

"ROBERT MOSES explained that the program of regis- 
tration in, Mississippi required patience and continual talking 
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"to the people there. The freedom teams were confronted by 
the people's fears , which are hard to tear down. He, said 
the Negro feared (l) loss of his job if he registered to 
vote; (2) feared. that his, house would be bombed; (3) and ^ 
he said he 1 feared the Communism 1 - and f the Communism was- 
coming from New York./ After this last statement there was 
much muffled laughter in the audience , and the blond_ girl 
setting in front of me turned around, with what appeared to 
be a sheepish, half -blushing look at some adults who were 
setting behind me. MOSES went on to say that his workers had 
to keep denying any Communism*, He said they told these frightened 
people that the talk about Communism was done ? just to hold them 
down j to keep them afraid. 1 The speaker went on to say that 
COPO realizes that workers must work with the Miss, people like 
they are; that the people down there ! don*t want clean faces, 
don't want clean clothes; they don't want education 8 because 
they^ see that education teaches people to take everything away 
from the Negro. He said they had made progress but many, 
many people still feared to register once they had been shown 
why they should register to vote. Sometimes the COPO workers 
would think they had convinced a man to register, but someone 
got to him and threatened him before he actually did it. In 
essence , MOSES said, the work there was going house to house, 
trying to break down fears. 

"Mr. MOSES said we should be glad they we live near 
UoCoLoA* rather than Yale University. He said the latter is 
tied to the segregationists and the white power structure of 
Mississippi through ownership of some holdings in utility companies 
there . 

"In conclusion, ROBERT MOSES offered to speak when- 
ever he was invited, and asked for donations of money, clothing 
or food for the COPO workers to distribute in Mississippi. In 
my opinion, the applause for the key speaker of the evening was 
very modest. Mr. MOSES retired to the desk on stage, suggesting 
that JIMMY GARRETT might want to add a few words. 

"Before JIMMY spoke, the club president introduced 

a tall reddish-brown haired man, whose name was BEN 

( GRINALDO ? BENALDO ?) . He may have been the treasurer of the 
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"club. He was a far more forceful speaker than ROBERT MOSES, 
He gave the usual pitch for .money, telling the audience, that 
they should want to contribute to help the federal government 
put over its 'good., democratic program, including such as 
Medicare and disarmament,' and to help promote SNCC's freedom 
program in Mississippi. He asked for pledges to be made and 
the total for the year's pledge to be given that night - asked 
for $35.00 donations and donors to raise their hands. There 
were- none. Ushers with money bags and tin dishes canvassed the 
audience first for its large bills, then BEN sent them back to 
'clean up the change' out of their pockets. His ringing 
'come-on' for SNCC donations was 'Let's help to break the back 
of reaction! ' There was some confusion and a question asked 
regarding the use of the money collected. The announcement was 
made that all money collected at this meeting would go to SNCC 
and not to the local Democratic Club. This met with obvious 
approval from the audience. At the close of the meeting, the 
president announced that $380.00 had been collected. 

"JIMMY GARRETT, a thin, very black Negro, who was a 
student volunteer on the Mississippi Registration Project came 
to the podium with no fan fare. He spoke very slowly, stated 
that he wanted to speak about 'progmatism. ' This, he said, 
meant doing what needed to be done in Mississippi step by step 
until it Was accomplished - and that was to register all the 
voters for a free election. He said that meant every person 
over 21, but he believed they should be able to vote at an earlier 
age. He reiterated the difficulties confronting the freedom 
workers, but made no new or earth-shaking pronouncements. He 
offered to speak wherever he was asked in order to get the word 
out and gain public support for the freedom movement. (In my 
opinion., he was not the 'hero' before this audience that he was 
before the Discussion Unlimited meeting, and his enthusiasm in 
speaking reflected this). 

"Earlier in the evening, the club president had 
acknowledged the presence of KEFK recorders who were taping 
the program. He said we could send in $15.00 to KPFK, L.A« 38, 
and get a free program of the station's schedule, and could see 
when this would, be broadcasted. He said KPFK were friends of 
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"SNCCj and would .get the. message on the air. (I am enclosing 
a copy of a flyer given to the Discussion Unlimited audience " 
on Oct. 16 * 1964, which notes Tuesday at 6:15 P0M0 for 
Student Coordinating Committee radio programs. I, shall listen 
for a possible rebroadcast to check my information here). 

"As several people walked out of the meeting, ROBERT 
MOSES answered questions asked from the floor. The first 
question was: 

"l. What is the reaction of the white community to 
the SNCC and COFO workers coming in? 

" Answer from MOSES : Are there any people in the 
audience from Mississippi? None responded. Are 
there any who have relatives there? One man held 
up his hand, and MOSES asked him if he would like to 
answer the question from what he has heard • There 
was silence. Then Mr. MOSES ; said the reaction varies 
according to the amount of education and knowledge 
the people have, and according to the extent of their 
fears . 

"Second question: 

"2. What do you think will happen when there is a b6 
complete breakdown (meaning in law and order, I k7C 
took it)? Will Federal troops be sent in? 

"Mr. MOSES * answer: * Nobody knows . * He went on to 
say that SNCC (especially here in Calif.) was making 
a detailed study of pressures that could be brought 
to bear on the federal government; and anyone wishing 



a copy of this study could leave his name and address 

with the ushers. I 



MrTMOSES somenow nere orancnea orr zo a comment aoout 
Viet Nam, saying that Viet Nam war is *our holy war - 
the people there are fighting for democracy with a 
capital and a small *d ? . J In answer to whether there 
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"will be federal intervention, with troops,,, Mr. 
MOSES appeared slightly angry when he said the .Federal - 
Government hasn't cured anything or protected anyone* 
He made some comment about President JOHNSON .and 
wondered if Mississippi* was a part of his f Great 
Society*' From the comments and stiff led laughs 
around me, I concluded that President JOHNSON had 
perhaps fallen short of expectations these people 
had for his performance in the civil rights area, 

l! TJie last question that I was able to hear was 
asked by a shorty chubby Jewish woman who sat Just behind me, 
and who had come in with BEN and his friends* In a loud, harsh 
voice she asked if the clothes and foods sent down to the 
freedom workers had made any inroads against the white power 
structure j the business men from whom these people would other- 
wise have purchased these necessities* She asked if there were 
not some textile mills in the Mississippi area that could be 
hurt by a boycott* 

n Mr. MOSES said that he didn't think the foods and 
clothes sent to the area hurt the local businessmen because the 
people probably wouldn't be making the purchases anyway . He 
didri ? t have much to say about boycotting the textile mills* I 
felt that the woman who asked the question felt her suggestion 
for activity against the ' white power structure 8 had fallen on 
deaf ears* She walked out of the auditorium, mumbling something 
almost audibly to her friends* The man sitting next to me (who 
appeared to be the father of one of the teenagers) turned to 
me to say that the woman who asked the last question must have 
left in a huff. He said*. ' Some people don't understand the 
cynicism that builds up in these fellows* ' This man next to me 
was very restless during the question and answer period* He 
apparently had a question to ask, but he told the woman next to 
him: 'I want to ask it in private!' He could not contain him- 
self during the meeting; he darted out of his seat and up to 
the side of the stage* He called HUGH MANES over to him and 
they discussed something for several minutes , until the president 
realized their conversation was distracting to the meeting* As 
he returned to the seat in front of me, he shrugged his shoulders 
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"in resignation and said something like, 'It won't work - 

no use I ' ** 

"The meeting, was lagging and people (including me!) 
were having difficulty staying awake. The meeting was. adjourned 
at 11:00 P.M. In the hall at the literature table was, the 
Jewish woman who .had. asked the 'boycott question. ' She,, was. 
urging people to take the pamphlets, all of which were free; 
and several of LORRAINE HANSBERRY' s books 'The Movement' were 
on her table for sale. (According to the Jan. 16, 1965 National 
Guardian, LORRAINE HANSBERRY died in New York this Jan. 12.)

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 43-44, describes this committee as 
follows : 

f, The Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms * * *- specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Communist who recently resumed the full-time, 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year*s leave of absence to assist in- a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee ♦ 

"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party 1 s recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and "the very existence of the Committee. 1 
Communists subpoenaed as witnesses were guests of honor. 

"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, were mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified* campaign to aboli'sh 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served" the party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY ■ in a ^report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on September 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY 
declared" that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appear beforehand at openly 
Communist rallies without creating the jjipressibli that the party 
was conspiring with witnesses to : withhold information from 
the committee."

demonstrating, cheering, or other unwarranted loitering, assembly 
and unseemingly disorderly conduct within the space of the 
Federal Reservation (all area inside the bounding city sidewalks 
surrounding and including the Federal Building). 

According to source three, at the direction of the 
United States Attorney's Office, these "invaders" were carried 
from the Federal Building and deposited outside. No arrests 
were made, as at approximately the same time a hearing was 
being held in the court of United States District Judge Charles H. 
Carr concerning a motion filed by the United States Attorney's 
Office to set aside the above court order. This motion filed on 
the grounds that the court order was no longer necessary, and 
that as matter now stands any trouble can be handled under 
existing statutes or General Service Administration's Regulations. 
The American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) attorney, Abraham 
Lincoln Wirin, had presented a similar motion to the court. The 
Judge reportedly told Wirin that he apparently has no standing 
in the matter, but would consider his motion on an amicus curiae 
status. The ruling on the government's motion, and on the ACLU 
motion has been set over until Friday, March 19, 1965. 

The ACLU motion alleges the Court Order was secured 
ex parte, that the court has no jurisdiction over the matters 
contained in the order, as it was legislative and not judicial, 
and that the court order violates the Qonstitution guarantees 
of free speech, assembly and the right to petition for redress 
of grievances. 

Judge Carr also instructed the United States Attorney's 
Office to be prepared to file a memorandum covering the points 
of law involved in the court order. Further, if the existing order 
is invalid (in toto or in part), the United States Attorney has 
been instructed by Judge Carr to prepare a new order to be 
considered at the March 19th hearing. 



According to "Los Angeles Times"! 

I during the hearing, Judge Carr said, "If we are going zo 
have a revolution, we might as well be prepared to face it. 
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DEMONSTRATION AT FEDERAL

I am prepared to face It. Even with our freedom of speech and 
liberties, we must have some limitations. Demonstrations that 
force federal courts to close their doors exceed the limitations, 
I am going to put a stop to this if it is legally possible. No 
group of people is going to overpower the courts and keep them 
from functioning. We must all live under freedom, but just 
because you have a cause does not mean that you can disrupt the 
flow of business." 

Source four advised that Sam Kushner, Southern California 
Editor of the weekly west coast communist newspaper "People's 
World/' intends to run a feature story covering the week long 
demonstrations, in the next issue of the newspaper. Kushner 
intends to make a big story out of the reports that a personal 
representative of the community relations committee, headed by 
former Florida Governor Leroy Collins, has been dispatched to 
the Los Angeles area to meet with various local political and 
civil rights leaders in an attempt to resolve the questions 
which have caused this series of continuing demonstrations. 
According to reports from source three, this individual has 
not made his presence in the area known to the United States 
Attorney's Office. 

Kushner has indicated to source four that he intends 
to report in the next issue of the "People's World" that 
"pressure is coming from Washington to drop the charges" 
against those demonstrators that have already been arrested 
in Los Angeles, since these demonstrations first started on 
March 9, 1965. 

At 11:15 AM, March 17, 1965, a small group of dirty, 
ill-clad, young adults continued their demonstrations in front 
of the Federal Building. Two were lying on the city sidewalk, 
directly in front of the building, in a pile of trash composed 
of cigar and cigarette butts, candy and gum wrappers, plastic 
sheets, newspapers, banana and orange peels, sleeping bags, 
picket signs, and dirty blankets. Nineteen others were either 
standing or sitting on the front steps of the building, within 
the space designated as the Federal Reservation.

At 12:40 PM, March 17, 1965, 26 young adults (in their 
late teens or early 20* s) were marching, singing, and carrying 
picket signs in an elliptical picket line so close to the front 
doors of the Federal Building that the doors were nearly blocked. 
The line consisted of 14 Caucasian males,, five Caucasian females, 
five Negro males and two Negro females. At irregular intervals 
they would chant , "Freedom Now," At the same time, one additional 
demonstrator had joined the two previously lying in the trash pile 
on the city sidewalk. There was one Caucasian male, one Caucasian 
female and one Negro female sprawled in this heap of rubbish. 
The Caucasian male was extending a blue two-pound coffee can toward 
passerbys, in which he was jingling a few loose coins, in an 
attempt to solicit donations from the passing public, in violation 
of city ordinances. 

At 1:15 PM, March 17, 1965, one Negro male and three 
Caucasian males joined the group of 26 marchers parading immediately 
in front of the Federal Building front doors, on the top of the 
front steps. They were singing "We Shall Overcome," and 
ad-libbing additional stanzas appropriate to their current 
protest. 

The 115th INTC, Region II, United States Army, 
Pasadena, California, and both the Los Angeles Police Department 
and the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office have been kept 
advised of any pertinent developments throughout this series of 
continuing demonstrations. An information copy of this memorandum 
is being furnished to each the United States Army, Pasadena, and 
the Los Angeles Office of the United States Secret Service.

At 7:10 AM, March 18, 1965, 14 demonstrators were 
observed on the front steps of the Federal Building in Los Angeles. 
They were either still asleep in blankets and sleeping bags, or 
those that were stirring were picking up blankets and moving 
them from the doorways of the building out to the city sidewalk in 
front of the building. 

At 8:10 AM, March 18, 1965, five of the demonstrators 
had gone back to bed, but had moved from the Federal Building 
steps and doorways to the city sidewalk in front of the building, 
where they were asleep. Four others were walking, carrying 
picket signs, in a compact circular picket line on the city 
sidewalk. Caucasian males were carrying picket signs within 
the bounds of the Federal Reservation, on the concrete approach 
to the Federal Building front' doors. A $egro female lying on 
the city sidewalk was violating city regulations by soliciting 
funds from the passing public with a blue two-pound coffee can. 

Source one reported that at approximately noon, 
March 18, 1965, three members of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
(see appendix) in full uniform, appeared and proceed to march 
on the city sidewalk in front of the Federal Building. The 
other demonstrators in the immediate area took immediate exception 
to the presence of the ANP members and started heckling and 
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bumping the latter. Within a very short period of time, the 
three ANP members were literally run out of the area by the 
Negro and Caucasian demonstrators who had remained in the area 
overnight. Picket signs and insignia on the clothing of some 
of these demonstrators indicated these young adults were 
affiliated with CORE and/or the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC). No arrests were made. 



At 1:30 PM, March 18, 1965, seventeen demonstrators 



were parading within the area of the Federal Reservation. Stick' 
ing in the middle of one of the flower beds within the Federal 
Reservation was a large picket sign which read:

In his book "This Time The World, " copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader, " 
a Richmond, Virginia daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for 
the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but this request was turned down by the Virginia 
State Corporation Commission. This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 
This article further pointed out that Rockwell's party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the' German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes ; and" that he 
is seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper 1 s Manual," an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle 
for power are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known 
to the masses j" second "the dissemination of our program and 
the truth about the Party;" third "organizing the people who 
have been converted to our propaganda; " and fourth "the 
attainment of power through the voters of the newly-won masses."

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 



The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 43-44, describes this committee as 
follows : 

"The" Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms * * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Communist who recently resumed the full-time 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave., of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. 

"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5* 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the Committee. 
Communists subpoenaed as v/itnesses^were guests of honor. 

"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, were mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish t 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on' September 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY 
declared that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appear beforehand at openly 
Communist rallies without creating the impression that the party 
was conspiring with witnesses to withhold information from 
che committee . "

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations," revised, 
December 1, 1961, p. 85, describes the IPP as follows: 

Characterized as "the California section of the 
national Progressive Party." "The Progressive Party, 
including its California branch, certainly ranks as one of 
the largest and most successful fronts ever created by the 
Communists . "

LOS ANGELES COMMITTEE FOR PROTECTION OP FOREIGN BORN 



The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 103-104 describes this committee as 
follows : 

"A 'branch' of the American Committee for Pro- 
tection of Foreign Born found to be under the 'actual 
management, direction and supervision' of Communist Party- 
members . The Los Angeles Committee was reorganized in 
October, 1950 and reported" that it 'shall be affiliated to 
the national organization known as the American Committee " 
for Protection of Foreign Born * * *« The American Committee 
and the 'various area or local committes * * * constitute 
* * * one organization within the meaning of the * * * 
statute (internal Security Act) 'under which the Subversive 
Activities Control Board found the American Committee for 
Protection of Foreign Born to be a 'Communist front 
organization' and ordered it to register as such with the 
Attorney General".

The Committee on Un-American Activities 
found that in early publications the local affiliates 
frankly identified themselves as chapters of the American 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Bornj their representation 
of themselves as independent groups came only after enactment 
of the Internal Security Act which would have required them, 
as affiliates, to register as Communist-front organizations." 

"Control of the local organizations * * * was made 
possible primarily by virtue of the fact that the leaders 
of the local groups were Communist Party members and therefore 
subject to the discipline of the Party. *• * * The local 
affiliates * * * were actually little more than administrative 
staffs, whose purpose it was to implement the program of 
the Communist Party in their respective areas."

And a resoultion that 
from now on the Committee will broaden its activities to take 
Civil Rights and the Defense of,-the Bill of Rights and to defend 
the victims of the McCarran Law, Smith Act., etc. The Committee 
will provide attorneys for the defense of those individuals . 
including workers from CORE, CLICK, SNCC who need aid. ROSE 'CHERNIN 
said the Committee will supply the know-how and attorneys but 
the other individuals and organizations will have to help with 
the footwork and money. (The speechs of the various speakers 
appear for the most part in the Souvenir Journal).

"Conference registration began at 9:00 A.M. It lasted, 
officially, through the early morning. The conference began at 
approx. 10:20 A.M.

"The RT. REV WALTER MITCHELL acted as Honorary Chairman 
for the morning session. He welcomed those present in the name of the 
LOS ANGELES COMMITTEE for the PROTECTION of the FOREIGN BORN. After 
Rt. Rev. WALTER. MITCHELL acted as chairman several speakers took 
the platform. Among them were: 

"Rev STEPHEN H. FRITCHMAN, Pastor of the First Unitarian 
Church of Los Angeles. He welcomed everyone present at the 
conference. He spoke briefly of the history of the LACPFB and 
the work they had done in the past 15 years. He mentioned that 
he had been actively engaged: in this work during the past 15 years . 
Rev. FRITCHMAN urged that the Committee stay in existence and 
expand its activities. There were many things to do in the 
community regarding the protection of the foreign born, and 
also, other activities such as the abolition of the HOUSE COMMITTEE 
on UN-AMERICAN ACTIVITIES . Also, the repeal of the McCARRAN ACT. 
Rev. FRITCHMAN suggested to the people that they read from the 
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"official Journal, entitled: "DEFENSE, SERVICE and LEGISLATION 
for the FOREIGN BORN,' 15 th' Annual Conference Journal, 1965. 
(XHBT #7). On PAGE 14 are some of Rev. FRITCHMAN's comments 
and he suggested that everyone read them. 

"The next speaker was HUGH DE LACY, Community Leader. 
HUGH DE LACY commented on Rev. FRITCHMANJ s ability to speak and 
suggested that Rev. FRITCHMAN had' read a great deal of "EMERSON 
to enlighten' his knowledge of human affairs . DE LACY also 
suggested" that the LACPFB continue in its work.as„it has done 
in the past. He commented that he has been actively engaged 
for the past 15 years in similar activities. He mentioned that 
he was Chairman of the CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTIES INFORMATION 
CENTER here in this area. DE LACY also suggested that people read 
his comments in the JOURNAL above mentioned. (XHBT #7). His 
comments are entitled: 'The MC CARRAN ACT AND YOU, ' by HUGH DE LACY, 
on Page 16. In this report DE LACY suggests that the MC CARRAN ACT 
be abolished, and also, that the HOUSE COMMITTEE on UN-AMERICAN 
ACTIVITIES be abolished. 

"Rt. Rev* WALTER MITCHELL then introduced CLIFFORD 
VAUGHS, National Field Secretary, Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee- (SNCC) . 

"CLIFFORD VAUGHS has just recently returned from S'elma, 
Alabama and many places in the South where he spent considerable 
time. VAUGHS told of the aims of the SNCC and what they have been 
doing in the past. SNCC has engaged, primarily, in voters 
registration and also basic education for the blacks in the Sputh. 
VAUGHS stated that the white power structure has suppressed and 
curtailed Negro activities in the south for many, many years and 
it was time now for the blacks to register and make themselves 
politically potential in the United States. VAUGHS told of his 
ocperiences in recent demonstrations in Selma and also in other 
places in the south. He also told of the events which SNCC is 
planning for the future: A huge march on Washington will be held 
this summer in which over 10,000 students will participate. During these 
demonstrations led by the SNCC they will try to tie up the Federal 
government. That is, sit-in in the White house. Sit-in in the 
Congress of the United States. Sit-in on as many Federal agencies a 
as possible and to cease and desist all government activieis. VAUGHS 
stated that if this action does not bring immediate support from the 
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"Federal government that a march will be called within a few eeeks 
after that march in whin over 10,000 will participate and all 
activity in Washington, D. C. will be stopped. 

"The next speaker was DON SMITH, President', Los Angeles 
Chapter-,- Congress -of -Raoia^- -Equa-JLi-ty--- (CORE) .' SMITH-^spbke..of. .the.-,- ~ % 
recent demonstrations in jSe&ma-, Alabama and about the recent 
arrests that took place., a* -the Federal -Building here" in Los Angeles. 
SMITH spoke of the ..brutality -which the Federal marshal Is engagea 
in in breaking--up-the demonstration-. He said this was. a clear 
and flagrant violation by the Federal raarshalls of the rights of 
the demonstrators. SMITH told of the brutal murder of Rev. REEB 
in Selma, and also the other events that have taken place there 
in the past few weeks. SMITH urged everyone to engage actively 
in the civil rights movement and help in any way possible in 
supporting civil rights demonstrators. 

"Atty. FRANK PESTANA, Civil Rights Attorney, then spoke. 
PESTANA centered his comments primarily around the legal aspects 
of defending civil rights demonstrators in the south. He told of 
working with other attorneys in -the south and also doing whatever 
was possible here-, to, raise funds' ^or/. those demonstrating in n the 
south. - 

"The next speaker was MAURICIO TERRAZAS, Mexican 
Community Leader. He spoke for several minutes centering his comments 
around the. civil rights demonstrations that have taken place in the last 
few months, and also cctivities that are taking place in the Mexican- 
American Community. 

"The next speaker was NATHAN GARFIELD, Jewish Community 
Leader. GARFIELD told of his experiences while working in the 
Jewish Community on civil rights and civil liberties struggles . 
GARFIELD also urged members to participate more actively in connection 
with the LACPFB in any manner, shape or form possible, such as 
contributions and also demonstrating whenever possible. 

"Dr. EASON MONROE, Executive Director of the ACLTJ, then 
spoke. MONROE told of the activities of his group in helping 
defend the 102 students arrested in front of the Federal Building 
on March 10, 1965. MONROE stated that the ACLU will not stop 
defending all persons whose civil liberties -have been violated until 
this country is a true democracy. 
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"The next speaker was ROSE CHERNIN, Executive Director 
of the LOS ANGELES COMMITTEE FOR THE PROTECTION of the FOREIGN BORN. 
She gave her annual report as Executive Director of the" LACPFB.; 
She read her comments on the Annual Report "which are stated in the 
JOURNAL mentioned beforehand. (XHBT #7),'. page 3 to page 6. ROSE 
CHERNIN read word for word. It can be. traced in that place. 

"The conference then adjourned for luncheon which took 
at least an. hour. 

"The conference was reconvened at approx. Ix 15 P.M. "The 
second session was chaired by FRANK LOPEZ* Public Relations Director 
of the LACPFB. He directed the General Assembly to break up into 
three panels: 

"1: 'DEFENSE for the FOREIGN BORN. ' Attorney JEAN PESTANA 
would act as the reporter for this panel. 

"2: 'DEFENSE of CIVtL RIGHTS, ' Chaired by FRANK LOPEZ, and 
the reporter would be DON WHEELDIN.. 

"3: 'LEGISLATIVE. ' HUGH DE LACY acted as reporter for this 
panel . 

"The conference then broke up into the panels. FRANK 
LOPEZ chaired the CtV^L RIGHTS PANEL. He then threw the panel, 
open for discussion. At that time many people spoke giving 
their views on what had happened in the last few years. What 
is happening now and what will probably happen in the future 
regarding civil rights in connection with the LACPFB. 

"CLIFFORD VAUGHS then arose to speak. He again re-affirmed 
his comments which he had stated earlier about the planned 
demonstrations on Washington, D. C. this coming summer. VAUGHS 
urged this panel to endorse the activities of SNCC in the south. 
That is, endorse them with financial funds and also endorse them 
politically and publicly. VAUGHS also urged that a committee be 
set up with a staff of counselors that could be used by SNCC and 
other organizations working in the south. This proposal was later 
adopted as one of the Resolutions for the conference. 
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"DANNY GRAY spoke. He stated that this panel 
reconsider what they are doing in setting up a defense counselor. 
That is, a large body of counselors to aid the civil rights 
demonstrators. He told his personal experiences where he has 
been involved in civil rights arrests in the past two years. 

"These matters were then taken back to the General 
Assembly after the panel broke up. 

"At 3:40 P.M. the conference reconvened. DOROTHY 
MARSHALL acted as Chairman. Reports from the various panels 
were then turned in. 

"Atty. JEAN PESTANA told of what had taken place in 
the ' DEFENSE for the FOREIGN BORN 1 panel. Her panel recommended 
the abolishment of the MC CARRAN ACT. Also, that a Statute of 
Limitations of five years be placed on the MC CARRAN ACT, and 
that all provisions similar to the MC CARRAN ACT be voided by 
Congress. 

"The 'DEFENSE OF CIVIL RIGHTS 1 panel was then presented 
by DON WHEEDLIN who had been the reporter during that session. 
He again told of the resolutions that were passed by that body. 

"The 1 LEGISLATIVE 1 panel was reported by HUGH DELACY. 
DE LACY presented the point that the Statute of Limitations be 
lengthen on possible NAZI criminals in Germany. This resolution 
will be sent directly to the German government. Also, that the WALTER - 
MC CARRAN ACT be taken off the books and that free immigration be . 
allowed in the United States. DE LACY asked that the HOUSE 
COMMITTEE on UN-AMERICAN ACTIVITIES and the SENATE INTERNAL 
SUBCOMMITTEE be abolished. 

"The next report was on credentials and was given by 
BLANCHE FRADKIN. She told that approx. 187 people had registered 
for this conference. However, several more had entered the hall 
as she had been tabulating her figures so there were almost 200 
people present. That Is, additional registered participants ' 
for the conference. 

"JOHN UHRIN then gave the financial report. He gave a 
detail analysis of the money that had been spent by the LACPFB. 
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"Their budget had been around $18,000 and they would up with 
approx. $70.00 in the red. UHRIN suggested that the budget for 
the coming year, 1965, be around $25,000 since more activities 
were going to be partaken by this committee. 

"DAVID HYUN then presented the nominations and elections. 
The RT. REV. WALTER MITCHELL was elected Honorary Chairman. The 
Honorable Co-Chairmen were: 

"Mrs. CHARLOTTA A BASS 
REV STEPHEN H. FRITCHMAN 
Honorable ROBERT W. KENNY 
Mrs. DOROTHY MARSHALL and HUGH DE LACY 

Executive Director, ROSE CHERNIN, was unanimously re-elected.

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"Los Angeles , March 30, 1965 

"The annual Conference of the L.A. Committee for the 
Protection of Foreign Born took place on March 27, 1965 at 
Larchmont Hall, 118 N. Larchmont Ave., L.A. Chairman fo_the 
Frist session was ReV WALTER MITCHELL. 

"After giving the benediction and making some brief 
remarks, the chairman began to introduce the greeters. The first 
one was Rev. STEPHEN FRITCHMAN, who spoke briefly, telling the 
participants, that he has recently returned from Birmingham, 
Alabama and how happy he was to be associated for, many years 
with the L.A. Committee for the Foreign Born. In introducing 
the next greeter, the chairman said: I will now introduce as 
the next greeter, the Ex -Congressman from Washington, the 
Honorable HUGH DE LACY, HUGH DE LACY, in his "breif talk, tried 
to bring out, that the purposes and objectives of the Foreign 
Born Committee are about the same as those of Click, of which 
organization HUGH DE LACY serves as chairman. 
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"CLIFFORD VAUGHS, representing SNCC, another greet'er 
to be introduced by the chairman, spoke about the work of his 
Student Non-Violent Committee." He described in detail the work of 
the Student Organization in Mississippi' and' their' concentrated 
fight to unseat the Mississippi Congressmen, who were elected 
illegally, according to VAUGHS . We are planning on having a 
Demonstration of 10,000 students in Washington shortly. We will 
demand the unseating of the Miss". Congressmen and we will also 
demonstrate for other demands, said VAUGHS. If our demands are 
not met, we already have plans for such a large Demonstration in 
Wash, that it will tie up the entire city and noone will" be 
able to get in or out. Perhaps then, we will get some action: 
Those were approximately the highlights of VAUGHS remarks, who 
asked permission to speak more than anyone else at the Conference. 

"Next speaker to be introduced by the chairman wa's DON 
SMITH, chairman of the L.A. CORE. SMITH, after speakeing briefly 
about the recent demonstrations in Selma and Birmingham Alabama, 
suggested that the L.A". Committee for the Protection of Foreign 
Born begin to participate actively in Civil Rights actions, such' 
as putting up bail and furnish Atterneys for Civil Rights worker's, 
who are arrested for demonstrating, marching, sit-^Lns, lay-ins or 
stand-ins. DON SMITH also had a prepared Resolution pertaining 
his suggestions, which was later discussed and adapted unanimously. 

"FRANK PESTANA was the next speaker to be introduced by 
the chairman. He talked briefly about his work in Mississippi 
with a group of L.A. Atterneys. Our main objective there was to 
prepare legal mashinery to unseat the Mississippi representatives 
in Congress. 

"Other greeters were MAURICIO TERRAZAS for a Mexican 
group, NATHAN GARFIELD for the L.A. Jewish Cultural Clubs and 
Dr. EASON MONROE for the ASLU. 

"ROSE CHERNIN then gave a brief report for her committie's 
work in the past year and the Conference adjourned for lunch. 

"The Conference reconvened at 1 P.M. under the chairman- 
ship of FRANK LOPEZ. The delegates were then instructed by the 
chairman, that there will be 3 panels: Defense, Civil Rights and 
Legislative. These panels, said the chairman will stay in session 
until 3:30 P.M. The delegates, said LOPEZ, will have an opportunity 
to discuss vital issues and make recommendations to the general 
assembly. 
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"The Civil Rights panel, the largest of the three, had 
lively discussions on Civil Rights issues. CLIFFORD VAUGHS, 
Natl. Field Secretary of SNCC and DON WIELDON and JOHN BUCKBOZEN 
of Pasadena CORE took an active part in the discussions of. the " 
panel. DON SMITH, chairman of L.A. Core presented a Resolution 
calling for the L.A. Committee for the Protection of Foreign' 
Born to' directly participate in the Civil Rights movement through 
such means as furnishing bail, provide atterneys arid otherwise 
assist Civil Rights workers, demonstrators, marchers, sit-ins, 
etc. etc. who, in the course of their actions or activities, 
be arrested. CLIFFORD VAUGHS argued for a broader Resolution 
to take in the Civil Rights movement in Mississippi and Alabama. 
After a long discussion, the Resolution was unanimously adapted, 
with a limitation of the Foreign Boms ' committies participation 
only in the County of Los Angeles. ~ 

"At the final session of the Conference, which was 
chaired by DOROTHY MARSHALL, JEAN PESTANA reported for the 
Defense panel, DON WIELDON for Civil Rights and HUGH DE LACY 
for the Legislative panel. 

"The Chairman then called on BLANCHE FROTKIN to report 
for the Credential Committee. She reported that 187 persons 
attended the Conference.. About 60 of them signed in as observers, 
said BLANCHE FROTKIN. Amongst some of the organizations, which 
sent delgates to the Conference were the Area Committies of the 
Committee for the Protection of Foreign Born, the Fraternal 
Jewish Cultural Clubs, with the largest group of delegates, YKUF 
and Reading Circles, EMMA LAZARUS, the Furniture and Painters 
Union, Du Bois Clubs, L.A. CORE, Pasadena CORE, Student Non-Violent 
Co-ordinating Committee, the Hungarian group, Armenian group, 
Slavish group, the Italian Cultural Society and the Zwiler Society. 
It was a fine assemblage of delegates and a good Conference, 
concluded BLANCHE FROTKIN in her report. 

"The chairman then called on ETHEL BORTOLINI to report 
for the Resolution Committee. Amongst some of the Resolutions adapted, 
from the large number of Resolutions presented to the Conference 
were, a Resolution for the elimination of the WALTER MC CARREN 
Act, another for a 5 year Statute of Limitation, another calling on 
Gov. BROWN to problaim Oct. 28th Foreign Born Day, a Resolution 
calling for the L.A. Committee for the Protection of Foreign Born 
to defend Civil Rights workers and demonstrators and a Resolution 
calling for the settlement of the Vietnam war. 
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"JOHN UHRIN was called by the chairman to render a 
Financial' report . The L.A. Committee for the Protection of 
'Foreign Born had expenditures of about $18,000. -in the past 

fear. The •income from various sources amounted also to about 
18,000.-". " 'For the coming" year, said JOHN UHRIN, we must adapt 
a budget 6f about §35,000.. - because of the additional expenses 
that the Committee will have in defending Civil Rights workers, 
demonstrators, etc. etc. Later on we may need hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and we wi.ll raise that ..money also', concluded 
JOHN "UHRIN in his report. 

"The chairman then called on DAVID HUEN to report on 
the Nominations . With the exception of DOROTHY MARSHALL and HUGH 
DE LACY, who were added on as Honorary co-chairmen of the L.A. 
Committee for the Protection of Foregn Born, all officers were 
re-elected unanimously. 

"The. Conference then adjourned for the customary Social 
hour. Amongst some of the delegates attending this conference, 
besides the above mentioned were:

"Demonstrations were held in front of the Federal 
Building today protesting the activities of the Alabama Administration 
re civil rights. A massive picket line was set up with many of 
the placards reading: 

"Get the Federal Troops into Alabama 

"Get out of Viet Nam. 

"End 'Segregation. 

"Help the Mentally Detarded 

"Get rid of WALLACE and many others. 

"The demonstration primarily centered itself on the 
West Entrance of the Spring Street side entrance t© the Federal 
Building and also the northwest dirveway into the parking lot 
of the Federal Building.

"JAMES GARRETT, acting as one of the spokesmen for 
the demonstration, called for a temporary halt of the picket 
line and asked that everyone gather around him. He then explained 
his position and wished that the picketers would place themselves 
in front of the main doorway into the West side entrance of the 
Federal Building. His wishes were followed and approximately 75 
of the demonstrators stood directly in front of the doorway demanding 
entrance. The doors of the Federal Building had been locked 
during the afternoon and no one was allowed entry. 

"JAMES GARRETT spoke to some of the marshals thru the 
door asking, admittance. They told him that they could not let 
him nor anyone else in at this time unless they had official 
business in the building and had proper credentials. GARRETT 
then suggested that the group hold a sit-in- In front of the - 
doorway until they were allowed entry. The group obeye© his 
wishes and again approx. 75 persons sat down in the doprway blocking 
the entrance. At approx. 1/2 hour later, around 3s 00 PM, persons 
were asked to go to the northwest driveway into the parking lot. 
Approx. 20 people went to that area and placed themselves in a 
prone position blocking the driveway. The only vehicles allowed 
in or out were mall trucks. A short time, later in the afternoon 
Federal Marshals asked the people lying' in the driveway to move. 
They did not move and when told they would be arrested they locked 
arms while sitting down on the pavement. The Marshals then 
proceeded to remove them from the driveway one by one. Eventually, 
those blocking the driveway were arted into the Federal Building. 

"A series of shoving and pushing began and as sympathizers 
who were standing around watching the arrests being made began 
shouting and jeering at the Federal Marshals several people kicked 
and attempted to push some of the marshals. The marshals were 
called various names from 'Gestapo' 'Raoists' 'Bigots' to 
'Storm Troopers' . 

"Later in the afternoon the .picketers decided to stay 
in front of the doorway of the West Entrance to the Federal 
Building until arrested. GERALD FARBER told the group that 
they would be arrested and there was a little or no possibility 
that they oould avoit it. He warned the people off the consequences

"of being arrested. Shortly afterwards a, group of Federal Marshals 
came out and spoke to the people sitting down blocking the doorway. 
MANUEL REAL of the Justice Department, informed those sitting 
that if they did not move off Federal property they would be 
arrested. He spoke over a bullhorn informing them of this. Shortly 
after this the people picketing on Federal property moved to 
the sidewalk. Finally, after 'a short period had elapsed Federal 
Marshals came out and began taking the people sitting down into 
the building. At that time sympathizers again crowded around 
to watch and see what was going on. There was again a great deal 
of pushing and shoving and a heated exchange of words. The crowd 
gathered around those sitting and who were being carted into the 
building and began jeering again at the marshals. Finally, after 
all who were blocking the entrance had been, taken into the Federal 
Building the crowd began to disperse from the west side of the 
building. At the east entrance of the Federal Building busses 
Were ready to take the arrested people to the County Jail.
